Group I, claims 1-28, 39-42, 64 and 65, drawn to a composition substatially similar to OVT102, a kit containing the composition (and 
optionally the antibody of Group VII) and an article of manufacture comprising the said composition immobilized on a solid substrate. 

Group II, claims 29-32 and 47-55, drawn to a nucleic acid encoding any of the compositions of claims 1-27 and cells carrying a vector 

containing said nucleic acid. 

Group IJI, claim 33, drawn to a method for making any of the compositions of claims I -27 in E. coli. 

Group IV, claim(s) 34-38, drawn to a method for treating a subject having an unwanted virus by administering any of the compositions of 
claims 1-27. 

Group V, claim(5) 43 and 44, drawn to a method for removing a virus from a bodily fluid. 

Group VI, c)aim(5) 45 and 46, drawn to an antibody having affinity and specificity for an epitope comprising the N-terminus of a 
composition according to any of claims 1-25. 

Group VII, claim(s) 56-63, drawn to a method for preventing or treating an animal epithelium for the presence of an unwanted virus 
comprising administering a probiotic antiviral medicament according to any of clainis 47-55.
